To Hold the Spring Election In April. 

A bill has been passed by the Legisla¬ 
ture which provides that all munclpal 
elections in all cities and townships in 
counties of the first-class shall be held 
on tk^Asoond Tuesday In April. The 
Ob/v^tOj? this ia"w is t :d tnatu uniform 
the date of holding all municipal elections 
in such counties, and the Freeholders 
will be elected at the same time. The 
bill now awaits tbe signature of <the 
Governor to become a law. If it is 
signed, Bloom Held’s election will be 
postponed until April.
